The latter claimed 
that if it were not, then the operators 
should be forbidden from presenting tes- 
dmony that tended to show the union 
was responsible for all the alleged vio-

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NAVAL OFFICER 
SENT TD BOWEN 


Dewey Is Cabled. To Give 
M:nister an Assistant, 


Believed That This Step Is Taken To 
Guard Against an Interruption 
in Cable Connecting Bowen 
with the Home Gov- 
ermment. 


Washington, December 17.~The felew- 
was sent. today by the 
navy department to Admiral Dewey, in 
command of the combined fleets, ad- 
dressed to San Juan: ' 

“Send competent officer with dispatch 
in torpedo boat destroyer or other vesse] 
to Caracas as assistant to American 
minister.””. | 

The following cablegram also was sent 
to Commander Diehl, of the 
now lying at La Guayra: 

“Send VanDusen (executive .officer of 
the .Marietta) ‘assistant to the American 
minister temporarily.’’ . 

The officer from Dewey's fleet will re- 
lieve Lieutenant Commander VanDusgen, 
who is only an hour distant from Cara- 
cas, when he arrives upon the ‘scene. 
While no explanation is-given for the 
above orders, it ts: believed these meas- 
ures are being.taken to guard against 
an interruption in the cable connecting 
Mr. Bowen with his home government. 

It was stated at the navy départment 
that one reason for sending the officers 
to Caracas was the fact that Mr. Bowen 
is almost overwhelmed with the work 
imposed upon him by ‘his many charges. 
He has nearly all of the English resi- 
dents in Caracas domiciled in the Amer- 
ican legation and is feeding them from 
his own table. As for the torpedo boat 
destroyer, it is pointed out that it will 
serve as a dispatch boat to keep Mr. 
Bowen in touch with the nedrest cable 
station to La Guayra which can be re- 
lied upon to transmit messages to Wash- 
ington in case the La Guayra cable is 
cut as an incident to the blockade. No 
further orders than that noted above 
went forward to Admiral Dewey today. 
but Secretary Moody expects to have 
ready by tomorrow his order for the 
distribution of the vessels.of the com- 
bined fleet. Up to the present moment 
he has reported no settled destination as 
to any one ship. 

No comment is made at the depart- 
ment upon the. detention. of the big. bat- 
tle ship Wisconsin at San Francisco, as 
it had been planned to send her to the 
Puget Sound dry dock ‘to’be extensively 
repaired. It is stated, however, that no 
orders have been given to the ship to 
proceed to the Isthmus, from which she 
only -recently returned. 

The state department has received no 
response thus far to the messages sent 
to the European foreign offices relative 
to the arbitration proposition. It.is not 
known here whether President Castro will 
consent to apologize as.a-condition pre- 
cedent to arbitration, but it is: hoped that 
Minister Bowen can induce him to do so, 
if this will be sufficient to meet the de- 
mands of the allies. It is pointed out 
here, however, that the further prosecu- 
tion of attacks on Venezuelan forts will 
make an ‘adjustment .just that «much 
more difficult... If. apologies are tendered 
and accepted, then the critical phase of 
the situation will be removed and some 
time may be spent in an arrangement of 
the bases upon which the ‘arbitration 
should be conducted. This will be a dif- 
ficult problem, for it is anticipated that 
the allies will base their acceptance of the 
arbitration on an agreement by Venezuela 
to instruct the arbitrators to accept cer- 
tain principles in ‘advance which would 
commit Venezuela to a.recognition of 
an indebtedness of about $15,000,000.: Still 
the state department is hopeful that ar- 
bitration will prevail, for the alternative 
is now realized to be actual between the 
allies and Venezuela. It is believed here 
that Germany, at’ least, is not anxious to 
enter upon this. state. A declaration of 
war would at once clothe the Venezuelans 
with the full rights of belligerency, and 


this might greatly protract the efforts | 
of the allies to subdue President Castro.

BUSINESS MEN CALL OM 


CASTRO. TO SUBMIT 


They Assert That It Is Useless for 
Venezuela To Make Resistance, 
The Italian’ Minister Has 
Left the Venezuelan 

i Gapital. 

Caracas,. Decembét 17.—It has 
been, decided: that’ the Venezuelan 
difficulty shall ‘be arbitrated, and 
the discussion of térmis of settlement 
is now .going on. United States 
Minister Bowen undoubtedly will be 
one of the arbitrators. . 

The government fears that coer- 
cive measures will follow the estab- 
lishment gf the blockade. 


Caracas; December 17.—Indications here 
are that Venezuela will vield to the allies 
demands. The leading merchants and 
agriculturists of Caracas addressed a 
joint note to President Castro at 1 o’clock 
this afternoon asking him to give full 
powers to United States Minister Bowen 
to effect a termination of the present dif- 
ficulty. ‘The note reflects thoroughly the 
consensus of current opinion among the 
business element of this city. The men 
who signed the note will meet again to- 
night te discuss ways and means of ob- 
taining money with which Venezuela can 
meet her obligation. as well as the guar- 
antees which it will be possible to offer 
to her creditors. The note is as follows: 

“Caoracas, December 17, 1902.—To the 
President of the United States of Vene- 
zuela: 

“Sir: The undersigned having met with 
the purpose of offering their aid to the 
government .of Venezuela in the present 
conflicting situation “hich has been creat- 
ed by the aggressive attitude of Ger- 
many and Great Britain and upon your 
request to give our opinions in writing, 
we address you in the following terms: 

“tn view of the acts of violence already 
committed and of the absolute impotence 
of Venezuela to meet force with force in 
response to the allied action of Germany 
and Great .Britain; in view.of the fact 
that Venezuela has exhausted al] the 
means required by civilization and diplo- 
macy to put ah end to the present sit- 
uation, and the government and the peo- 
pw of Venezuela having complied hon- 
orably and worthily to the demand of 
national honor, we consider, with all due 
respect, that the moment to yield to 
force -has . arrived. ae 

‘We. therefore, respectfully recommend 
that full powers be given to the minister 
of goa States of North America,

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WAR BLOCKADE 
TOBE DECLARED 


Powers To Prevent All Ships 
from Entering Venezuelan Ports 


Balfour Declares in the Commons 
That There Is No Such Thing as 
a fPacific Blockade, and 
That‘ § of War 
Actual® Exists. 


London, December 17.~—In the course of 
@ long statement in the house of com- 
mons today, Premter Balfour said there 
was no such thing as a “pacific block- 
ade.” A state of wur actually existed 
with Venezuela, and an intimation of the 
blockade would shortly pe given to the 
powers. The premier also gaid the op- 
erations were reluctantly unqgertaken, not 
to recover debts, but, after a long and 
patient delay, to recover compensation 
for assaults on British subjects, and the 
seizure of British vessels. 

Mr. Healy, Irish nationalist, asked if 
the United States assented to a bluckade 
which would: exclude United States ves- 
sels. Mr. Balfour replied: 

“Neutrals are not consulted when you 
are in a state of war with a_ third 
party ?’’ 

“Is war declared?’’ asked Mr. Healy. 

The premier replied: 

“Does the honorable member suppose 
that without a state of war you can 
take vessels and have a: blockade?” 

After reiterating Lord Lansdowne’s 
brief -statement in the house of lords 
yesterday, the premier continued: 

“The blockade will be carreid out by 
Great Britain and Germany along dif- 
ferent portions of the coast, and though 
the two fleets will have the same ob- 
jects they will not act’ as one force. We 
never had any intention of = landing 
troops in Venezuela or. of occupying ter- 
ritory even temporarily. We do not 
think it desirable on either. military or 
other grounds, All the conditions gov- 
erning such a blockade have been care- 
fully considered and will be published 
in due time for the information of neu- 
trais. The government is most anxious 
that these operations, the necessity for 
which ‘we deeply regret, should be as 
little .inconvenient to neutrals as they 
can possibly be made. No. difference 
will be made between the vessels of the 
various neutral powers. I think it is 
quite likely that the United States wili 
think that there cannot be such a thing 
as a ‘pacific blockade,’ and I personally 
take the same view. Evidently a _ block- 
\ade involves a gtate of war.’’ 

Mr. Balfour concluded his statement 
with saying he could make no «§an- 
nouncement as to whether the offer of 
arbitration from Venezuela would be ac- 
cepted by Great Britain. 


Germany Opposes Arbitration. 

Berlin, December 17.—Germany considers 
that President Castro’s propvusal tu ar- 
bitrate is inadequate, unaccompanied as 
it is with guarantees to pay if the ar- 
bitrators decide against him, and a reply 
in that. sense has been, or will be, sent 
through’ Minister Bowen. Great Britain 
will make a similar answer. These state- 
ments are not made officially, but are de- 
rived from an excellent source. 

A formal notice of the blockade of the 
Venezuelan coast by the war vessels of 
the allied powers is like to be issued 
tomorrow. It is understood that ships of 
the United States will be on precisely 
the same basis as those of other nations. 

The foreign office here denies explicitly 
that the German squadron in Venezuelan 
waters has orders to seize Margarita 
island, adding that no occupation of the 
territory of Venezuela will occur. 

The foreign office officials allege that 
a systematic effort is apparefitiy being 
made to represent Germany as the pro- 
pelling power in the coercion of Vene- 
zuela,.and as being responsible for all the 
harsh measures. For instance, they say, 
the bombardment of the forts at Porto 
Cabello is ascribed to German initiative. 
whereas the foreign office officia!s< ‘say 
without reservation that the bomberd- 
(ment was at the British commander's 
suggestion, the Topaze.beitig a British 
ship.

Atlanta’s Christmas elephant is held up 
at Baltimore! 

Ill-fortune seems to conspire te pre 
vent the animal getting here on time te 
prove a Christmas gift for the juvenile 
citizens of the Gate City. 

The beast left New York Tuesday even- 
ing and reached Baltimore early yester- 
day. All went well up to that time. No 
difficulty was experienced in having the 
elephant carried as express by the 
Adams Express Company, but when ff 
was proposed to send it on to Atlanta 
by way of the Southern Express Com- 
pany, that company demurred. 

It refused to look on Clio II as any 
ordinary package and stubbornly tinsist- 
ed that it had “an elephant on its hards.” 

Its agents refused to receive the pichy- 
derm, declaring that the animal should go 
in a car all by itself and got after the 
manner of an ordinary express parcel. 
That is where the hitch: occurred. On 
the trip from New York to Baltimore, 
Clio’s successor was, to all intents and 
purposes, nothing more nor less than a 
weighty package going by express. 

The agents of the Southern Express 
Company. however, were seemingly less 
imaginative than those of the Adams 
company, and all they could see was an 
elephant—not a package.

Experts Secking a Remedy—Con- 
gress Will Be Asked To Make 
Greater Appropriations. 

Some Other Crops for 
Cotton Lands.

Dallas, Tex., December 17.—The con- 
yention which was called by the Dallas 
Commercial Club for the discussion of 
means of ridding the south of the boll 
weevil pest was convened here today. 

Professor W. D. Hunter, United States 
entomologist, and others spoke today. 
Several committees were appointed. It is 
expected that a strong appeal will be 
issued for state and federal aid. 

What It Costs Texas. 

Washington, December 17.—(Spécial.)— 
Which is to go from Texas—the boll 
weevil or the cotton? 

King Cotton will go unless some rem- 
edy is found to head off the pest which, 
according to estimates, cost the state 
of Texas from $20,000,000 to $25,000,000 last 
year. How accurate this estimate of the 
total damage may be is not known, but 
it Is given by Texans who have investi- 
gated and who are endeavoring to se- 
cure, through the agricultural depart- 
ment, some relief. 

When the bill making appropriation 
to stamp out the foot and mouth dis- 
ease among the cattle of New England 
was before tie house, Representative 
Henry, of Texas, prepared an amendment 
carrying an equal sum-—$1,000,000—to be 
placed at the disposal of the same de- 
partment to be used in stamping out the 
boll weevil. This amendment was not 
allowed, being ruled out on a point of 
order: but it was supported by a number 
of members from cotton-growing states, 
as will be similar efforts on the same 


line. 
Coming Toward Georgia. 

Reports from Texas tell of the alarm- 
ing spread of the destructive pest. At 
first it was confined to the Rio Grande 
country, having been introduced, it is 
understood, from Mexico. But each year 
it has spread. Now it has reached a 
point not far from the Red river line, 
and the possibility of its getting into the 
cotton sections of other southern states 
has been seriously considered. 

Experts from the agricultural depart- 
ment have been conducting investiga- 
tions in the hope of discovering some 
means of destroying the pest. The last 
agricultural appropriation bill carried an 
item of $20,000 to cover the cost of taese 
experiments, and an effort will be made 
this year. Just how much can be profi- 
tably spent in this direction it is some- 
what difficult to say. So far no means 
of destroying the pest has been discoy- 
ered. Once a method is found, there will 
be no question of securing enough mon- 
ey to put it into effective operation, but 
at present the experts have no tangible 


results to report. 

it has been suggested that the govern- 
ment offer a big reward for a cure—some- 
thing that will ehlist the services of out- 
side experts—as has been done several 
times by the governments of Europe. This 
may be done. France has profited by this 
nethod of procedure upon more than 
Me occassion when its great grape crop 
Was in danger. 

Something To Take Cotton’s Place. 

In the meantime an effort will be made 
to enlist the aid of tne government in the 
line of discovering some other crop which 
can be profitably raised on the land now 
infested by the boll weavil. To this end 
Representative Burleson, of Texas, has 
introduced the following bill: 

Be it enacted by the senate and /house 
a representatives of the United /States 
of America in congress assembhied, That 
the sum of twenty tnousand dollars be, 
and the same is hereby, appropriated out 
of any money in the treasury of the 
United States not otherwise appropriat- 
ed, which said- sum shall be expended 
under the direction of the secretary of 
agriculture in the establishment of an 
agrostological station in south or central] 
Texas and for the further purpose of de- 
termining by experimentation toe most 

rofitable crops which can be grown in 
leu of cotton in the territory now in- 
fested by the Mexican boll weevil: and 
in making said experiment said secreta- 
ry of agriculture shall keep in mind the 
manifold advantages of diversification. 

That the said secretary of agriculture 
shall report the action taken under the 
ee of this act, and shall cause to 

e prepared a bulletin for distribution 
showing tne result of the experiments 
made in pursuance hereof.

House. Committee Reports 
Favorably--Democrats Did 
Not Vote To Report Bill. 


Washington, December 17.~The house 
ways and means committee today author- 
ized a favorable report on the bill intro- 
duced. by Representative Cooper, chair- 
man of the insular affairs committee, 
amending the Philippine tariff act so as 
to provide for a reduction of the tariff 
on products of the Philippines coming 
into the United States to 2% per cent of 
the existing schedules. 

The democrats sought to have amend- 
ments reported which would provide for 
free trade between the Philippines and 
the United States, but the republican ma- 
jority prevailed against them. The re- 
publicans, with the exception of one mem- 
ber who ‘desired more time to consider 
the measure, voted unanimously for a 
favorable report. The democrats recorded 
their presence without voting on the ques- 
tion to report the Dill. 

Chairman Payne made a report for the 
committee. Representatives Richardson, 
of Tennessee, and McClellan, of New 
York, submitted a minority report in 
which they say in conclusion: ‘‘A vote 
against the bill is a vote for the mainte- 
nance of the present rates of duty—%5 per 
cent of those imposed by the Dingley law. 
A vote for the bill fs a vote in favor of 
reducing the rates imposed to % per 
cent of those imposed by the Dingley 
law. If the opportunity is offered we 
shall try to amend the bill, failing, being 
powerless to relieve the country from 
what we believe to be an unconstitu- 
tional system and as a choice between 
two evils we shall vote for the bill 


REMEDY FOR SMALLPOX. 


An Old-Time Prescription Said To Be 
of Great Efficacy. 


The present discussion of the proper 
manner in which to fight smallpox during 
the approaching cold months makes time- 
ly a story in regard to an alleged remedy 
for contagious diseases that was used 
in the St. Joseph's Female Orphan asylum 
of Philadelphia. 

According to this story, the sisters in 
the asylum were using on the 135 chil- 
dren in their charge a prescription that 
had been furnished tne former superior 
of the asylum, Mother Mary Gonzaga, 
by a clergyman of Germantown over 
sixty years before. The clergyman ob- 
tained it from a physician in Paris, and 
it had been used with great. success dur- 
ing a previous epidemic of smallpox. | 

This prescription consisted of: Sul- 
inc,.1 grain; solid ext. digitalis, 
1 grain: half teaspoonful of sugar. Mix 
all with two tablespoonfyls of water. 
When thoroughly mixed, add four ounces 
of water. Take a teaspoonful every hour 
for twelve hours. For a young child di- 
minish the dose. This remedy will cure 
scarlet fever as well as smallpox and 
diphtheria. The digitalis and the zinc 
shourd ve dissolved ‘separately before 
compounding the prescription. It is also 
of the utmost importance Prat the solid 
extract of digitalis should used.”’ 

A Philadelphia correspondent says: 

“The digitalis in’ this medicine is given 
to kill any germs of contagious disease 
that may be in the system. The zinc puri- 
fies the blood. Some doctors have object- 
ed to the digitalis, because it acts on the 
heart. and the nuns explain that, of 
course, the medicine should be taken with 
care, aS the drug is powerful. If it were 
not, the preparation would not be so 
quick and so certain in its results. 

“The proper dose for an adult is one 
teaspoonful every hour for twelve con- 
secutive hours. An infant should be 
given only ten drops for the same length 
of time, and for children under ten years, 
one-half teaspoonful. every hour for 
twelve hours is the correct quantity, 
In the convent, this treatment is re- 
peated in everv case once a month while 
smallpox is epidemic." 

It is further related that the remedy 
attained such widespread fame, that re- 
quests for it came from all parts of the 
country and even from London. The sis- 
ters in the aS-'um were kept busy com- 
pounding the prescription to give to the 
crowds that came each day beseeching 
the remedy. and many men who had ob- 
tained the prescription sold the medicine 
about the streets for ten cents a_ bottle.

Terms of Two Justices Expire in 
January—Little Interest Felt 
im» Approaching Term of 


Legislature—Senatorial 
Fight in Doubt. 


Raleigh, N. €., December 17.—(Special.) 
This is the last week of the supreme 
court. The court will adjourn tomorrow 
or Saturday for the term. Two of the 
members, Chief Justice David M. Fur- 
| ches and Associate Justice Charles A. 
Cook, end their terms in January. 

Furches has served eight years, the 
full length of time. Cook has sérved three 
years, having been appointed to succeed 
Furches when the latter was promoted 
upon the death of Chief Justice Fair- 
cloth. Judge Furches will return to his 
home at Statesville. Judge Cook will re- 
move to the Indian Territory and en- 
gage in the practice of law. 

Associate Justice Walter Clark be- 
comes chief justice January 1, and two 
new justices, Henry G. Connor, of Wil- 
gon, and Platt D. Walker, of Charlotte, 
succeed Clark, promoted, and Cook, re- 
tired. Walker and Connor were paid the 
compliment of being elected without op- 
position, getting the vote of both parties. 
Clark eight years ago got the vote of all 
three parties. 

The increase of the superior coums 
from twelwe to sixteen keeps the supreme 
court in session most of the year; in fact, 
about ten months. There is not, however, 
a great increase in business.

Won’t Resist War Blockade. 

Washington, December 17.—There will 
be no effort on the part of this goy- 
ernment to resist a war blockade of the 
Venezuelan coast as against merchant 
ships. Custom requires that due notice 
shall be given of the blockade, and that 
fact, taken in connection with the decla- 
rations that have been made in the Brit- 
ish parliament by the authorized repre- 
sentatives of the British government, will, 
it is understood, be sufficient to justify 
all neutral natiqns in the understanding 
that a state of war does actually exist. 
This might in the end require the issue 
of a proclamation of neutrality by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, but this, it is stated, 
would not be timely now. 

No Surprise at Washington. 

Washington, December 17.—Officials here 
are not surprised at the feeling which hag 
manifested itself in Caracas of a desire 
to seek a termination of the unfortunate 
Situation that now confronts Venezuela. 
Our government is anxious that some set- 
tlement may be found very soon, as it is 
realized that the present conditions can- 
not last long without climax being 
reached quickly. With this end in view, 
the state department already has givén 
permission to Minister Bowen to be the 
bearer of any messages that Venezuela 
may wish to transmit to the allies on the 
subject of the present differences, such 
request, however, to come from the Ven- 
ezucian government. He already has been 
instrumental in one capacity, viz: that of 
transmitting a desire on the part of Pres- 
ident Castro to settle the exi&tihg con- 
troversy by arbitration. Whether the 
minister will be permited to perform the 
larger function of exercising full powers 
towards effecting a termination. of the 
difficulty is not stated.

Americus, Ga., December 17.—(Special.) 
The result of today’s election for mayor, 
aldermen and police commissioners was 
an emphatic indorsement of Representa- 
tive Hixon’s bill in the legislature amend- 
ing the charter of Americus to the extent 
of making the commissioners elective by 
popular vote. . 

In today's election four members of the 
old automatic, self-perpetuating board 
were candidates before the people, and all 
sustained defeat. Hugh L. Mize, Arthur 
Cc. Bivins and Lawson Stapleton were 
elected, while S. R. Broadhurst, of the 
new ticket, and BR. J. Perry, of the old 
board, tied for fourth place. Colonel 
Stapleton was announced by friends to- 
day only, and had made no canvas prev- 
iously, 

The resyit of today’s election gives gen- 
eral satisfaction. The tle vote between 
Perry and Broadhurst wil] necesgitate an- 
other election as between them for fourth 
place on commission. 

Mayor Hawkins and the aldermanic 
ticket received the full vote cast.

Italy Expected It. 

Rome, December 17.—The rejection by 
Venezuela of the Italian ultimatum was 
expected, consequently the announce- 
ment that this had been done created 
no sensation and no surprise. 

During the day frequent communica- 
tions were exchanged between Italy and 
Great Britain and Germany on the ques- 
tion of arbitration. . The friendly at- 
titude of the United States is particu- 
larly appreciated here. Opinion gener- 
ally favors arbitration, although it is 
understood that Germany and Great Brit- 
ain are the leaders in the matter, by rea- 
son of their heavier claims and their 
priority in the present ‘action. 

At the weekly diplomatic reception 
held at the foreign office today Ambas- 
sador Meyer and Signor Prinetti had a 
lengthy conferénce on Venezuelan af- 
fairs: 

The Italian cruiser Agordat has been 
ordered to proceed for Venezuela. 

Panama, December 17.—Colombian 
newspapers continue to publish violently 
worded articles against the attitude of 
the allies toward Venezuela. El Mercu- 
rio publishes an appeal to the states of 
South and Central America to unite fra- 
ternally by means of defensive treaties 
and form a unit to oppose European pre- 
tensions. 

Belgium’s Claims. 

Brussels, December 17.—The Belgian 
claims against Venezuela amout to sev- 
eral million franes. They arise chietly 
from the non-payment of interest on 
Venezuelan government bonds issued as 
purchase money for the water works at 
Caracas, which was promoted by a Bel- 
gian company. 

London Press on Situation. 

London, December 18.—The develop- 
ments in the Venezuelan imbroglio, as re- 
vealed by Premier Balfour’s statements 
in parliament yesterday, have resuited in 
bringing out in the press this morning 
stronger expressions than ever of the de- 
Sire to reach some pacific settlement of 
the difficulty. 

It is said on behalf of the government 
that even last July, when German 
operation was first mooted, the British 
government fully recognized the possibili- 
ty of war with Venezuela, and only 
postponed action until the winter at the 
suggestion of the admiralty and in order 
to avoid the unhealthy season. On the 
other hand, those who declare that the 
government of the United States forced 
the government of Grea: Britain into k 
virtual declaration of war are not lack- 
ing. Certainly, a considecable portion of 
the British public was rather disagreeably 
surprised to find that Great Britain ac- 
tually was at war, and that this war 
might for many months to come require 
the presence of a large naval force in the 
Venezuelan waters-and put a stop to all 
British trade with Venezuela. Added to 
this is the apprehension as to whether or 
not Germany would be willing to accept 
the status of a belligerent blockade, which 
would entail the stoppage of her trade 
also. 

Foreign Office Blundered. 

The Times this morning gives promi- 
nence to a letter from Sir Robert Giffen 
declaring that the foreign office gravely 
blundered in associating itself with Ger- 
Many against Venezuela. Sir Robert 
contends that a blockade will be useless 
against a bankrupt state, while the seiz- 
ure of the customs will be tantamount to 
annexation and full of danger, consider- 
ing the peculiar relations of Venezuela 
to the United States. “Further,” con- 
tinues the writer, “however much we 
may bring Venezuela to its knees, no 
solvent government will remain with 
which to deal.”’

Washington, December 17.—(Special.)— 
Senator Foraker, chairman of the com- 
mittee on Pacific islands and Potro Rico, 
has introduced a bill to provide a form of 
civil government for tne Island of Guam 
modeled after the government given the 
Philippine islands under the commission 
as originally established. The bill as in- 
troduced leaves it optional with tae 
President as to the number of commis- 
sioners whom he Shall! appoint and they 
are to exercise their power in such man- 
ner as he shall direct. 

The bill establishes a new 
rights’’ of the inhabitants of 
which contains almost everything we 
have in that line except the right to jury 
trial. The writ of habeas corpus is not 
to be suspended except in cases of re- 
bellion; there is to be no imprisonment 
for debt and taere shall be neither slave- 
ry or invvoluntary servitude excépt as a 
punishment for crime whereof the party 
Shall have been duly convicted. No law 
shall be made respecting an establish- 
ment of religion or prohibiting the frée 
exercise thereof, 

The bill also provides that on all goods 
and merchandise imported into Guam 
from the United States, and on all goods 
and merchandise imported into tae United 
States from that island, the same being 
the growth or procuct thereof, there 
shall be levied and collected 5 per cent 
of the duties now provided by law to be 
collected on all like articles imported into 
the United States from foreign countries; 
and all duties so collected in the island, 
and all duties collected in the United 
States on imports from the island, shall 
be paid over to the treasury of tne island 
for the support and maintainance of the 
government thereof.

NEW MONEY BILL. 
IS PREPARED 


Outline of Measure Which 
Will Be Presented to the 
House, 


Washington, December 17.—Representa- 
tive Fowler, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on banking and currency, intro- 
duced a bill today which was drawn by 
him in accordance with the views of the 
republican members, expressed at recent 
conferences and which will be urged in- 
stead of the currency bill reported to the 
house at the last session. The bill pro- 
vides “that any national bank may, with 
the approval of the comptroller of the 
currency, take ont for issue and cireu- 
lation an amount of national bank notes 
not exceeding 2 per cent of its paid up 
and unimpaired capital, without depos- 
iting United States bonds with the United 
States treasury in 
by existing law. 


“That said national bank netes shall 
be furnished by the United States at the 
expense of the respective banks issuing 
them, and shall be itn the denominations 
of $10 and multiples thereof. 

“That before any national bank shail 
receive any of the bank notes referred 
to in this act, it shall first deposit in the 
treasury of the Lnited States as a guar- 
antee of the payment thereof an amount 


of United States bonds or gold coin, or — ; a 


both, equal to 5 per cent of the amount 
of the notes so taken out, and such de- 
posit shall be counted as a part of the 
lawful reserve of said bank against said 
notes. The interest upon said bdnds shall 
be paid to the bank so depositing them, 
and if said bank shali retire said circula- 
tion or any portion thereof. an amount 
of bonds or gold coin, or both, equal te 
5 per cent of the notes so retired shall be 
returned to said bank; provided, however.

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Cuba’s ““Back-Bone”’ Railroad. 

The infant republic of Cuba seems 
to be earnestly proceeding on the max- 
im that God helps those who help 
themselves. Thus far the Cubans, as 
a new natiohality, have put to shame 
the confident predictions of a few 
months ago that they would make a 
sorry out of padding their own gov- 
ernmental canoe. Not only have our 
swart brethren of the summer 8€@58 exX- 
hibited sagacious and self-confident 
qualities of local self-government, as 
American diplomacy is ‘beginning to 
perceive, but the material progress of 
the long-ravaged isle has been most 
gratifying, and even remarkable. Of 
course. outside capital is largely in- 
strumental in exploiting the practical- 
ly undeveloped resources of Cuba, but 
the Cubans have inspired the confi- 
dence that was necessary to put cap- 
ital to work. 

One of Cuba’s greatest commercial 
needs was an east and west railway 
connecting Havana with Santiago. For 
centuries the two cities have been al- 
most as completely separated for pur- 
poses of trade as if an ocean divided 
them. The intervening distance is not 
so great, but obstacles in the way of 
mountains, forests and the unspeaka- 
ble Cuban roads, were never overcome 
under Spanish rule. Perhaps if the 
governor-general at Havana had been 
able to send the re-enforcements at his 


command to Santiago at the time the ; 


latter city was invested by the Amer- 
jean army and navy, there would have 
been a different story to tell, so far as 
Spanish resistance was concerned. 
There being no railroad, and an over- 
land march out of the question, Gen- 
eral Toral could not be re-enforced. 
The inaccessible condition of the east- 
ern half of the island was also proba- 
bly responsible for Cuban independ- 
ence in that for fifty years it afforded 
a safe field of operation for the suc- 
cessive liberators down to Gomez. The 
Ten Years’ war of a generation ago 
was conducted from the fastnesses of 


~ eastern Cuba. 


The recent opening of the so-called 
“Back-bone” railway, which traverses 
the island for a distance of 300 miles 
from east to west, gives the chief cities 


- of Cuba direct railroad communication 


_ with each other, and there can be little 
- doubt that the enterprise will exhibit a 
. strong influence in developing the 
spiendid dormant resources of the 
whole island, particularly the mineral 
and timber resources of the east side. 
New plantations will be opened and 
towns built, and new life will be in- 
fused in the lethargic land. Truly, 
Cuba's Niobe face is turned hopefully 
to the smiling sun of progress.

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Taxation of Mortgages. 

The National Civic Federation, 
which was organized to agitate gov- 
ernmental reforms of an economic na- 
ture largely, has begun a vigorous cru- 
Sade for the uniform taxation of mort- 
gages as the first step in its general 
reform propaganda. The 
problem, which is to be worked out 
through the various state legislatures, 
is one of double taxation of the mort- 
gaged property, in the first instance by 
the state in which the same is located, 
and in the second by the state in which 
the holder of the mortgage resides. 
ay In view of the fact that the revenue 
_ Systems of the several states are, with 

few exceptions, based upon the prop- 
erty taxed, the plan of the federation 
_48 to have each not only confine itself 
to its immediate jurisdic.ion, but to 
‘follow that principle in determining 
what property therein is subject to tax- 
ation. It is proposed that each state 
tax the mortgage at the site of the 
Property thus encumbered, either sep-

parties interested to adjur’ the tax 
payment between -hemselv Irdina- 
rily, the mortgagor bears « den of

the rule in state legisxiation, and it 
should be one of the chief cares of 
legislators to see that inequalities and 
injustices such as the National Civic 
Federation seeks to remedy are avoid- 
ed. Double mortgage taxation is one 
of these. 


—— 
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Harnessing the Nile. 

In Egypt, which passed under a 
British suzerainty much after tne fash- 
ion of the Puerto Cabello plan, the 
“white man’s burden” has conferred 
practical benefits upon the country, 
for all its selfishness. The recent 
formal inaugurauon of the great As- 
souan dam on the river Nile marked 
the completion of a stupendous task 
of internal improvement by the Brit- 
ish government in the effete land of 
the Pharoahs and it is confidently be- 
lieved by the projectors of the big en- 
terprise that hereafter no problem of 
insufficient moisture in the growing 
season will vex agriculture in the pro- 
verbially fertile valley of the historic 
river. 

Nature was wasteful in her benefi- 
cent economy as pertained to the re- 
dundant Nile. The river, from time 
immemorial, has been a sure and gen- 
erous irrigator, but its flood was illy 
apportioned throughout the long desert 
summer to the necessities of the hus- 
bandman. The purpose of the great 
dam, which was a dozen years in 
building, is to regulate the flow of the 
mighty river that no appreciable 
amount of water will be allowed to run 
to waste. Impounded by the dam, the 
life-giving stream can be drawn upon 
as needed in farming operations. Af- 
ter the annual overflow has subsided, 
the sluices will remain closed from 
December to March, a period when the 
water is free from the silt which 
supplies a natural fertilizer to the 
fruitful valley lands. When the river 
banks are full in March, the upper 
sluice gates -vill be opened. In May, 
when there is ordinarily insufficient 
water for agricultural needs, other 
sluices will be opened, and as the dry 
season advances, an increasing supply 
of water will he released. By July al: 
the sluice gates will be opened, to re- 
main in that condition until the sub- 
sidence of th® flood. 

It is estimated that the productive 
capacity of the vast valley of the Nile 
will be increased almost immeasurably 
by this notable feat of scientific cngin- 
eering, and proportionate benefit is 
expected. to accrue to the Egyptians 
and their English rulers. It is said 
one effect of the Assouan dam will be 
to greatly increase Egypt's cotton 
yield. 


-_ 
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Turning from the Tariff Fetich. 

The national reciprocity convention, 
recently held at Detroit, Mich., was 
in its personnel and the nature of its 
deliberations calculated to pull a few 
tariff motes out of republican eyes. 
Many prominent republicans were in 
attendance, and one of them—Govern- 
or Cummins, of lIowa—made the 
strongest tariff revision speech of the 
meeting. The sensible Iowan ridi- 
culed the idea so prevalent in his party 
that the tariff is too sacred to be touch- 
ed with a long pole. Instead of being 
regarded as a fetich of political écon- 
omy, he thought the tariff should be 
approached in the same manner as 
other practical legislation. “It should 
be treated rationally, instead of hys- 
terically,” he declared, and the senti- 
ment was roundly applauded. 

The primary motive of the Detroit 
gathering was to arouse a moral infiu- 
ence in favor of freer trade relations 
with Canada, though, of course, its ad- 
vocacy of reciprocity was as a gen- 
eral principle. At present, the trade 
relations between the United States 
and the Dominion may be said to be 
strained. The disadvantage and loss 
to the business interests of both coun- 
tries is mutual, and Canada has lost 
her temper along with her trade. Her 
retaliative customs have been felt se- 
verely by the bordering states. 

Canada has long favored the broad- 
est kind of reciprocity with the United 
States. A few years azo, it will be 
remembered that Sir Wilfred Laurier 
visited Washington at the head of a 
delegation of the Dominion’s strongest 
men.for the purpose of éffecting a re- 
ciprocal tariff understanding between 
the two governments. Aggrieved by 
the cool reception he received, and the 
futility of his mission, Mr. Laurier in- 
finenced his government to enact a 
discriminative tariff against American 
imports. The Detroit conventioners 
discussed tne existing schedules and 
petitioned for a modification of the du- 
ties on certain articles. Some of the 
speakers—and republicans at that— 
went so far as to declare that they 
could see no reason why there should 
be a tariff at all between Canada and 
the United States. The schedules on 
iron and steel were denounced as par- 
ticularly excessive. 

It is encouraging to uote such un- 
mistakable signs of a sane reaction 
from the republican party’s tariff mid- 
summer madness. This revision senti- 
ment, non-partisan and of a strictly 
business and economie character, is 
growing at a rate that greatly clarifies 
the politica] atmosphere, so far as the 
democratic party is concerned. Fetich- 
worship is bound to pass trom Ameri- 


tion, in consequence of which produc- 
tion is now so curtailed that hundreds 
of thousands of workingmen are con- 
fronted by the winter without employ- 
ment, and general depression and 
stagnation are well nigh everywhere 
in evidence. How large a jart the 
American commercial “invasion” of 
Europe has played in undermining the 
home industries of the great European 
manufacturing nations can only be 
surmised, but that it has played a 
part is not to be doubted. It is said 
that Russia has teen least injurious- 
ly affected, probably for the reason 
that her industries are as yet but par- 
tially developed, with a vast domes- 
tic consumption to support them. The 
case of England and Germany is said 
to be gloomy enough. 

The condition of labor aftairs in 
Great Britain is growing more serious 
as cold weather advances. It is stated 
that at the dockyard gates in east 
London many thousands of the unem- 
ployed assemble every morning and 
nearly riot for an opportunity to work. 
A-cordon of “bobbies” is necessary to 
protect the foreman who gives out 
the precious work tickets. Not in 
many years, it is said, has the demand 
for skilled and unskilled labor been so 
light. According to the statistical re- 
turns of the London board of trade, 
there are far more unskilled laborers 
now out of work than at amy time 
within the past decade, and the num- 
ber of unemployed skilled workmen is 
increasing rapidly. The number of 
persons dependent on their daily labor 
for subsistence who are idle in the 
United Kingdom is fully 500,000. The 
suspension of hostilities in South 
Africa has aggravated the situation, 
throwing as it has thousands of re- 
turned soldiers upon the labor market 
at a time of industrial depression. 
Fifty-six thousand members of the 
army reserve have been released, and 
6,000 mechanics have been or will 
shortly be discharged from the Wool- 
wich arsenal. 

Pressure is being brought upon the 
government to cyeate employment 
through some character of public 
works, or by some _ paternalistic 
scheme, in order to avert’ serious 
bread riots. The London newspapers 
are urgently soliciting relief fund 
contributions, and public bodies are 
gravely taking up the . emergency 
problem. There are many features 
of the unhappy situation which call 
to mind our own dark panic year of 
1893. 

To read these things in what is 
vaunted as the floodtide of American 
industrial prosperity affords food for 
reflection, not to be made too shallow 
by self-congratulation that the stars 
are for us.

Yet these wonderful presents were 
embarrassing to their recipients than the 
five elephants which the late shah of 
Persia sent to a British consul who de- 
sired to approach him in his official 
capacity. 

The unhappy man knew not what to 
do with these expensive animals, until, 
on its being hinted to him that a return 
present was expected, he hit upon the 
expedient of buying one more elephant, 


‘ladding it to the number, and offering 


the lot to the potentate. The shah sra- 
ciously accepted the truly regal gift, and 
the consul got out of hjs difficulty at @ 
cost to himself of rather over twenty 
pounds. 

The shah, however, would probably have 
preferred a fresh supply of cats, for he 
kept fifty feline pets,, which had a spe- 
cial staff of attendants, and were fed 
im) a suite of apartments set apart for 
their exclusive occupation. They accom~- 
panied him in his travels, and while 
staving at the court of the king of Den- 
mark the shah caused no little astonish- 
ment and alarm by running out in dis- 
array early one morning to save one of 
his pussies from the attack of a big dog 
in the gardens. 


The grand duke of Hesse is somewhat 
of an anomaly among German prince- 
lings, as, though an excellent shot, he 
is Mttle of a sportsman, and he is not 
keenly interested in milifary affairs. His 
tastes lie rather in the djrection of art 
and literature, and he is one of the most 
accomplished of royal musicians. He 
plays brilliantly, and bas composed sev- 
eral pieces. He is also fond of exhibiting 
his powers as an actor, and arranges 
frequent performances at Darmstadt for 
the amusement of his coyrt. 


Apropos of royal musicians, the most 


noted pianist is the blind Landgrave of fT 


Hesse-Cassel, whose talent is far above 
that of the average amateur. The Land- 
grave received his first musical education 
in England, where he had been sent to 
learn to read and write at a school for 
the blind. He was eventually taken back 
to Germany by his guardians, who dis- 
approved of his English masters’ inclina- 
tion to make a “show” pupil of their 
clever scholar. The Landgrave has com- 
posed a number of meritorious works, 
chiefly on religious themes, and plays both 
violin and piano. Needy musicians find 
a liberal friend in the blind Landgrave, 
who is, by the way, a first cousin of 
Queen Alexandra. 

His father was a brother of the late 
queen. of Denmark, and his mother,, 
Princess Anna of Prussia, a sister of the 
famous Red Prince. He succeeded his 
elder brother in the family estates in 1888, 
and, in spite of his affliction, has since 
then found an interest in traveling. The 
Landgrave narrowly escaped death at the 
fearful bazaar fire in Paris. He had 
made an appointment to meet the ill- 
fated Duchesse d’Alencon at her stall 
during the afternoon, but a visitor de- 
layed him at his hotel, and he only arriv- 
ed to find the bazaar in flames. 


Among musical royal ladies are the 
crown princess of Greece, who has recent- 
ly learned the difficult Hungfrian 
bratsche, and is a thoroughly accomplish- 
ed musician, and Princess Feodora of 
Reuss, who, as a princess of Saxe-Meinin- 
gen, inhereits her family’s artistic bent, 
The duchess of Orleans, daughter of the 
Archduke Joseph of Austria, is quite a 
musical genius, and has composed numer- 
ous Hungarian songs of great beauty. 


The name of Mafalda, which has been 
given to the infant daughter of the king 
and queen of Italy. and which so puz- 
zied people at first, is the Portuguese 
for Matilda; and a Princess Matilda of 
Savoy was the wife of King Alfonso 
Enriques, who was considered the found- 
er of the Portuguese monarchy. 

He met her in a strange way. The 
princess was an Amazon, who, when 
Milan was besieged, headed a body of 
Savoy knights and went to the rescue 
of the city. She fought so bravely, and 
was so handsome, that Barbarossa, the 
invader, fell in love with her,.and when 
she fell into his hands he gave her her 
choice—‘‘dishonor or death.”’ **Death!’’ 
she cried. This answer so struck a 
young warrior present that he vowed to 
set the brave girl free again. This he 
did, and when the war was over he 
disclosed his name—Alfonso Enriques, 
king of Portugal—and asked her to be 
his wife. When the king took his bride 
to Portugal the queen’s name was 
changed from Matilda to Mafalda. Queen 
Mafalda became an. exemplary wife and 
mother, and devoted her life to gogl 
works. 


A Vienna correspondent writes: 

“Emperor Francis Joseph is now com- 
pletely restored to health, and has been 
taking daily walks at noon ih the pri- 
vate gardens at Schonbrunn. His maj- 
esty sleeps well at night, and has re- 
sumed his usual work. He contemplates 
returning to the Hofburg next week. 
The other day Arehduchess Marie Vale- 
rie paid her father a visit, coming from 
Walisee, and returned in the evening 
with the satisfaction of having found 
him well agai. 

“The Magyars, who welcomed the Ger- 
man emperor with so much enthusiasm 
on his visit to Hungary, a few years ago, 
are exceedingly pleased to hear that his 
majesty is partial to a production of 
their country—namely, the celebrated 
cheese made at Lipto. Introduced to the 
imperial table by the Austro-Hungarian 
Ambassador M. S:sogyeny-Marica, the 
Lipto cheese now occupies a place of 
honor, being much patronized by Em- 
peror William. It is made of goat’s milk 
and has a peculiar sharp flavor. It is 
eaten in two ways, either pure and sim- 
ple or ‘prepared,’ which means with the 
addition of caviar, paprika, cummin, 
finely-chopped onion, or chives and but- 
ter, these ingredients being well mixed 
with the cneese into a soft paste.

Signor Zanardelii's democratic princi- 
ples have always interfered with the con- 
summation of his political ambition, 4s 
in the days of King Humbert democratic 
principles were at a discount and any 
effort to depart from the accepted way 
was nipped in the bud, 

Once Zanardelli was requested to form 
a cabinet, and thinking young blood nec- 
essary, chose comparatively unknown 
men, some of them now the highest in 
the political world of Italy. King Hum- 
bert looked at the list and then at Zan- 
ardelli and said severely: ‘“‘These are 
under-secretaries, of course, and the 
ministers?’’ 

That day Signor Crispi again took the 
helm, and the career of the new president 
was considered at an end.

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"NATIONS RUINED BY HOBBIES 
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The Koreans are good agriculturists 
and stock breeders, and are, in general, 
a hard-working people, but they have one 
pet hobby, which they ride so persistent- 
ly ami so assiduously that it has prac- 
ticaHy ruined them as a nation. 

This hobby is fishing, of which they are 
So passionately fond that if once they 
get to the waterside every other inter- 
est in life is forgotten and neglected, 
often for weeks on end. 

No contract made beforehand, nor even 
the most solemn oath, is regarded, when 
weighed in the balance against the spcil 
of this to them irresistibly entrancing 
pastime. It is literally a craze with them; 
and so well recognized is the trait among 
their neighbors, the Japanese, that no ko- 
rean is employed by them in any position 
of trust. 

Those under Russian rule, however, 
fre now prohibited altogether from fish- 
ing. except with snvecial permits, rarely 
given, and are thus transformed against 
their wil] into reliable and. diligent mem- 
bers of society. 

Curiously enough, the special hobby 
which has, more than any other single 
influence, retarded the advancement of 
the Slamese, has also to do with matters 
piscatorial. Everybody has heard of the 
famous fighting fish of Siam, but few 
people, outside the confines of the coun- 
try itself, have any idea of the hold the 
craze for these curious duels has upon the 
peopie. 

A town wherein a fish-fighting tourna- 
ment is in progress is a town wherein 
business and work alike are completely at 
a standstill: and these tournaments of- 


ten last a week or ten days and are. 


repeated at intervals of two and three 
months all over the country. It wil) be 
at once evident, therefore, how great 
and constant a drain-the pursnit- of the 
pastime exerts upon the industrial capac- 
ity of the people. 

And, besides the waste of time, there 
is the terrible moral havoe wrought by 
the universal gambling habit induced. 
Thousands of pounds are not infrequeni!y 
won and lost on a single battle, and poor 
coolles, even, wilt not infrequentiy risk 
so much as £6 or &7, representing to 
them the labor of years, on a favorite 
fish. 

Anl1 the most remarkable part of the 
whole curious business is that the’ fish are 
but tiny little things, scarcely bigger than 
minnows. The two rival combatants are 
put together into a big, wide-mouthed 
glas@ jar, and at once proceed to take 
each other’s measure, their small fits 
vibrating rapidly all the time, and both 
little bodies quivering with wrath and ex- 
citement. 

A preliminary skirmish or two opens 
the battle, much after the same fashion 
as in a prize fight between trained hu- 
man pugilists. Then they set to in real 
earnest, each combatant trying to pin 
the other by the nose, or. better still, 
get a good body grip immediately be- 
low the dorsal fin. . 

In any case, the struggle 1s continued 
until one of them is disabled or killed, 
but this is frequently a matter of hours, 
Dr. Messiner estimates that £20,000,000 
sterling a year is lost to the country 
owing to the almost insane fondness of 
the people for this unique form of sport.

Boyer owed 
his downfall to an attempt to prevent 
the introduction of any more game-cocks 
into the already overstocked island. 

Even to this very day vessels are fre- 
quently detained in the harbor of the 
capital itself for days, Or even weeks 
together, at great expense to the owners, 
because all the laborers available for 
loading and unloading, as the case may 
be, are away at some big tournament or 
other in the far interior of the island. 

The production of copra, almost the 
sole wealth of hundreds of the South Sea 
islands, is seriously interfered with owing 
to the fondness of the Polynesians for 
surf swimming, 

Surf swimming, it may be explained, is 
a species of sport which is pecullar to 
thé Kanakas, and it owes, doubtless, 
much of the tremendous fascination it 
has to them. to the spice of danger there 
is in KH. 

Choosing a day when the wind is. blow- 
ing fresh on to. the land, the entire popu- 
lation repairs to the beach, each indi- 
vidual carrying a light plank about six 
feet long. 

At a given signal they all plunge into 
the se and, pushing their boards in 
front of them, swim out well beyond the 
range of the giant Pacific rollers that 
come sweeping one after another majes- 
shoreward, until they break in 
clouds of spuming foam on the rugged 
strand. 

The game consists in riding in on the 
Summit of one of the biggest of these 
rollers, slipping back into the trough just 
before it breaks. 

To slip back the fraction of a second 
too soon is accounted awkward and cow- 
ardly, and is greeted by the assembled 
multitude with cries of disapproval or of 
derision; while, if the swimmer delays 
doing so for the fraction of a second too 
long, he will be caught in the curling 
crest, whirled over and over, and dashed 
senseless and bleeding on the jagged 
coral beach. 

Even white men go almost mad with 
excitement over these contests; and ft Is 
small wonder, therefore, that the igno- 
rant natives neglect all else for them at 
times. 

No one who has not lived in Spain 
for a lengthy period can form even the 
faintest conception of the manner in 
which the brutal and demoralizing 
“sport” of bull fighting has bitten into 
the very vitals of the national life. 

To a very considerable proportion of the 
people, indeed, women as well as men, it 
is not merely a form of recreation, ! is 
the very breath of their nostrils, the 
all and end-all of their existence. 

They work, when they do work, to get 
the wherewithal to secure good seats for 
the next “show.” They reckon time, not 
by weeks or by months, but by the pe 
riod that must necessarily elapse be- 
tween each successive ‘‘killing.”’ 

The matador of the hour is a more

BACK TO “AFRIC” SHORES 
SAYS BISHOP TURNER 


@Qaeesssee 


B ISHOP H. M. TURNER, the well- 


known negro leader and advocate 

of African emigration, stated yes- 
terday that he wag glad the subject of 
emigration of the negro was again be- 
fore ‘congress and the country. 

“It is a question,” said he, “which will 
never down, but will spring up from time 
to time until it is consummated. God 
sent the negro in His providence to this 
country to imbibe civilization and Chris- 
tianity from the white man and then re- 
turn, if not en masse, in respectable 
numbers, to Africa, and impart what he 
has acquired in a foreign country. All 
this tulk about deporting the negro to 
the Philippine islands is visionary and 
nonsensical. 

“You can reach Africa in about 3,000 
miles, or a trifle less, and when a United 
States senator will hazard his reputation 
for intelligence by saying that all the 
Ships in the world could not transport 
the negro to Africa, it would appear that 
it is time for this country to look about 
for statesmen. 

“From eight to twelve hundred thou- 
sand white immigrants come to this 
country every year, and there is compar- 
atively nothing said about it, and the 
bulk of the people have never heard 
of it. And the same number of ships 
could take all of the negroes in the 
United States back to Africa in ten or 
twelve years. If the government would 
put a line of steamers between this coun- 
try and Africa and charge the same 
price that white immigrants have to pay 
to come to this country, the negro would 
pay his own way, and In the long run it 
would cost the country nothing. For a 
black man to go to Africa he must pay 
from $90 to $110 or $115, and white immi- 
grants can come to this country, a dis- 
tance equal to the distance to Africa, 
and only pay from $12 to $15, and some- 
times $10. This I know, for I have re- 
peatediy come over with hundreds of 
them, and I have inquired the price.”

Commissioner Oppose Chief's 
~ New Application Blank, 


Commissioner Jones Declares Entire | 
Board Should Want Change To 
Get Better Men on Force. 

Old Men Would Not 
Be Affected. -

A committee of the board of police 
commissioners met last night and it was 
believed the session would be devoted to 
finances, but a decided sensation was 
sprung which may cause a warm split 
in the police board when it meets again. 

The sensation grew out of the chief 
of police making an effort te give the 
city hereafter only healthy and able- 
bodied men, but the new rule was not 
to apply to the present members of the 
force. 

The committee was composed of ‘Com- 
missioners Jones and Day and Chief Ball. 
Commissioner Jones wanted to make a 
report to the board recommending the 
new rule and he spoke in very warm 
terms of “breaking up the practice that 
has been made of making the police 
force the dumping ground for ward heal- 
ers-and politicians.’”” Commissioner Day 
desired to make no report, but to let 
the matter go back to the board with- 
out any recommendation. He finally de- 
clared that he was opposed to the new 
rule. 

The new rule was simply a blank ap- 
plication which required a very thorough 
examination of all applicants for places 
on the force, including a medical ex- 
amination. The application {sg such as is 
used in many other cities where the 
police force is on a high standard. 

When the application blank was 
brought up for consideration Commis- 
sioner Day said he wanted to lay it on 
the table so the board could act on it. 

To Better Police Force. 

“Yes, but it was referred to this com- 
mittee for a consideration and a recom- 
mendation,’’ remarked Commissioner 
Jones. ‘‘We should act on it in some 
way. I for one am tired of this force 
being made a dumping ground for ward 
healers and politicians. This new appli- 
cation which the chief has prepared is 
for the betterment of the force, and I 
cannot for the life of me see how any 
member of the board could raise the 
least objection. It does not apply to the 
men who are on the force and they will 
be reelected without having to stand the 
examination. It is for the new men 
whom we will have to elect. I want to 
keep the scalawags out of this depart- 
ment in the future.’’ 

“I cannot agree to act on the matter 
tonight,’’ said Commissioner Day. “a 
Want the entire board to take it: up 
without any recommendation from us. I 
will have to object to the matter. For 
instance, it says that all applicants must 
be under forty-five years of agé. I 
know plenty of men fifty years of age 
who would make good  »policemen. 

“The limit last time was 40 years of 
age,’’ stated Commissioner Jones. ‘‘We- 
have enough old men whom we will be 
obliged to keep. We want young men 
in the future. It takes a man three or 
four years to learn the business, and we 
want him to serve several years with us 
before he gets old. I know this new ap- 
plication is what we need, for it will give 
Atlanta a better force in the future,’’ 

Commissioner Day said he was against 
the change in rules, and the matter was 
dropped. It will doubtless cause a sen- 
sation when the board meets next week 
to wind up matters for the year. 

More Men and More Money. 

The committee considered the financial 
sheet for the next year. It was decided 
to ask for 150 policemen, which is an in- 
crease of twenty-five. It takes into con- 
sideration the raise in salaries of $ a 
month for nine months in the year. The 
pay roll amounts to $149,837.60. 

The estimated expenses are $23,716.62. 
This includes $5,000 for a new telephone 
system, 

This makes the total appropriation 
asked for $173,564.12, which is an increase 
of about $20,000 over this year. 

During the consideration of the appro- 
priation sheet Commissioner Jones re- 
marked that signal men who received 
the calls over the telephone from the 
police might wel] be worthy women. The 
salary is $40 a month and eight hours’ 
work. 

“IT object to women having the work.” 
remarked Commissioner Day. “We can 
find poor men to fill the places.”’ 

‘‘There are many poor widows to whom 
the $40 would be a godsend,” stated Com- 
missioner Jones.

MOBILE WINS RIPARIAN LAND. 


Squatters Lose Suit in Supreme Court 
of Alabama. 

Mobile, Ala., December 17.—The su- 
preme court of Alabama has affirmed the 
decision of the Mobile circuit court in 
favor of the city against Mary L. Turner, 
the city’s claim to riparian lands being 
disputed by Mrs. Turner, she claiming 
interest in certain lands for possession 
of which the eity had gained a suit in 
the lower court.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. | 


New York, December 17.—The movement 
of prices in today’s stock . irket was an 
almost exact repetition of that of yester- 
day. There was tue same broadening 
show strength up to the last hour, when 
a selling movement developea, which 
wiped out practically all of the earlier 
gains and carried some prices below last 
night. The reaction today was rather 
more gradual and not quite so s-:vere as 
yesterday, and was followed by a steadier 
tone just before the close. There is no 
reason to doubt that the jate selling move- 
ment today came from the same sources 
and with the same objects as that of yes- 
terday—tnat is to say, from sources in 
touch with the bankers’ monev poo. and 


dulgence in speculauon. ‘The sharpness 
and suddenness of last night’s decline led 
to the supposition in some quarters that 
it was due to some coming bad news re- 
garding. the Venezuelan situation. To- 
day’s decline had no such suspicions to 
account for it. The early strength in the 
market was due in no small part to the 
relief felt over the failure of yesterday's 
sinister rumors to materialize. The facts 
developed over night regarding the Vene- 
zuelan situation, although containing 
some unfavorable features, were so much 
less threatening than had been feared 
that all speculative sentiment showed en- 
couragement and a disposition to buy 
stocks was manifested on that score. A 
number of special influences also helped 
the show of strength. The passage of the 
Pennsylvania tunnel francu.se by the 
New York board of aldermen helped the 
stock of that company and its subsidiary 
companies. Stocks of other companies 
with terminals on the New Jersey shore 
of the Hudson were also affected. Sugar 
continued to refiect the hope of benent 
from the Cuban reciprocity treaty, but 
the leaders of the speculative advance 
were stocks in which powerful pools are 
known to exist. The purchase by the 
United States Steel Corporation of the 
Union Steel Company was received at first 
with mixed emotions, owing to the pros- 
pect of a large bond issue against the 
purchase, but the steel shares subsequent- 
ly became prominent factors in the ad- 
vance. Reports from Philadelphia of a 
coming gas, electric and traction merger 
had a rather disturbi influence, as does 
every development threatening further 
jarge syndicate requirements. The money 
market continued to show the sentimental] 
effect of the formation of the bankers’ 
$50,000,000 protective pool. Sterling ex- 
change receded further today in spite of 
considerable sales of stock here for Lon- 
don account, and disappointing seaboard 
grain clearances.

“VSOFT SNAPS 


December 17.—(Special.)— | 
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JOSEPH L. STREET, 


Who Has Accomplished on Foot the Trip from Seattle, Wash., to 
Atlanta. 
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Remarkable Journey on Foot Accomplished. by 
Joseph L. Street--Came Through Twelve States 
and Over 3,000 Miles. 


All the way from Seattle, Wash., to At- 
lanta on foot. 

Six months on the road through the 
states of Washington, Idaho, Montana, 
Wyoming, Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama and Geor- 
gia, and, having finally reached Atlanta, 
this record-breaking’ walker is sauntering 
on to the South Carolina coast in order to 
complete the trip from ocean to ocean. 

The man who has accomplished this 
wonderful journey of over 3,000 miles is 
Joseph L. Street, an ex-veteran of the 
Spanish-American war and a native of 
Georgia, who left his home for the west 
in 1898. . 

Street is about forty-five years of age, 
and is hale and hearty. He is a man of 
fine physique, and his long journey from 
Seattle did not in the least tire him. 

Street is not one of the. globe trotters 
who tramp around for notoriety. When he 
reached Atlanta he did not visit the news- 
paper offices. to get a write-up, but went 
along quietly about his business, as 
though he had accomplished an ordinary 
feat, and it was only by accident that The 
Constitution heard of his remarkable 


trip. | 
Was in No Hurry. 

It took him from May until December 
to make the trip, and he spent nearly a 
month in visiting friends and relatives 
along the way. He was in no hurry and 
took his time. He walked through twelve 
states, passed through @ number of large 
cities and hundreds of villages and ham- 
lets. ‘ 

He did not select a near, direct route, 
but rambled through the states which he 
specially desired to visit. : 

Seattle is in the extreme northwest cor- 
ner of the United States, and in mapping 
out his course Street did not select the 
straightest line, but chose a circuitous 
route carrying him by points of interest 
he desired to see. When he started last 
May he wrote to his nephew, W. E. 


Starke. of 73 East Mitchel] strset, Atlanta, 
and told him he was “coming.’’ From 
time to time he wrote to his nephew, let- 
ting him know where he was at that 
time. When out eight weeks he wrote 
that he had covered 969 miles, and was 
having a good time. 

At Lake, Miss., he stopned over three 
weeks with a brother, and got tired rest- 
ing so long. His last stretch was from 
Birmingham to Atlanta. 

Street did not keep to railroads unless 
he wanted to, and he did not want to 
very much. He preferred to ramble along 
country roads where there was more of 
nature to see. + 

Long Walk Improved Him. 


He walked into Atlanta a week o and 
quietly entered the house of his sister, at 
73 East Mitchell street. He spoke as if 


| he had just come a few miles by railroad. 


‘fie was not the least bit jaded, but on 
the contrary looked healthy and well 
pleased with life. ; 
After stopping a few days with his rel- 
atives he began to walk around the. coun- 
try near Atlanta and was out on a jaunt 


last night. 
Street was born within 40 miles of At- 


Janta, in Walton countv Besides his sis- 
ter and his nephew, he has a relative at 
the court house, Tax Receiver Tom Arm- 
istead. 

When the Spanish-American war broke 
out he enlisted with battery A of the 
Georgia artillery. After the war he en- 
listed with the Twentv-ninth United 
States Infantry and went with that com- 
mand to California for the purpose of 
embarking for Manfla.. The-cOmmand did 
not’ leave the states and he lived in San 
Francisco for several months. Then he 
went to Seattle, from where he began his 
long walk to Atlanta. 

“A man cannot conceive what «a country 
we live in,” he'says, “until he walks over 
it. A fellow in a railroad train dashing 


the country. He must make the trip as 
I did to understand what the great west 
is, and‘ after leaving the west he for the 
first time learns what a beautiful garden 
spot of the world the south is. I enjoyed 
the little walk and may take. it again 
some day. It is: the only way to travel, 
‘if you are not in a hurry.”’ 


JEWELS SEIZED

Diamonds Valued at $24,000

Agent J. F. Evans, stationed at El Paso, 
Tex., has reported to the secretary of 
the treasury the seizure at El Paso of 
diamonds said to be worth $24,000, and 
which. it is asserted, were smuggled from 
England via New York.

Trying To Kill Hyacinth boV- 
tsoment Slays Flosida Cattle 


Hundreds of Cattle Have Died in 
South Floriia—Government Has 
Ordered Spraying To Stop 
Until Deaths Can Be 
Investigated 


December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Governor Jennings this morning 
received a ‘telegram from Hon. 8. J. 
Hillburn, of Palatka, Fla., stating that 
the fluld being used bY the United States 
authorities, in its efforts to kH] the water 
hyacinths in the St. Johns riyer and its 
tributaries by spraying from a govern- 
ment boat is daily causing the deaths of 
‘hundreds of cattle on the ranges border- 
ing upon these waters. Mr. Hillburn gave 
no particulars as to how these deaths 
are caused, but urged prompt action to 
secure an investigation lookirig to end- 
ing the danger to which south’ Florida 
eqgttle are subjected. 

This information came in the nature of 
a surprise'to officiais here. Mr. Hillburn 
is well known ax a careful, conservative 
man, and his statements are worthy of 
credence. He is a law partner of Con- 
gressman Robert W. Davis, of Palatka. 
Governor Jennings has wired Mr. Hill- 
burn advising him to place all facts In 
his possession bearing upon the killing 
of cattle by the hyacinth destroying fluid 
before the United States war department, 
which has charge of the work on 8t. 
Johns river. 

The governor wired the war depart- 
ment requesting that this work be sus- 
pended. until a-full investigaton of the 
complaints ‘can be made, 

Fovernor Jennings today received a tel- 
egram from the secretary of war advis- 
ing him that the chief of engineers had 
ordered the officers on the government 
steamer Lareve, which is praying the 
water hyacinths on the St. Johns river 
and tributaries with killing fluid, to sus- 
pend operations until the deaths of the 
cattle can be investigated. The  ~overnor

Columbus, Ga., December 17.—(Special.) 
Jim Roberts, a negro, was placed in the 
Harris county jafl at Hamilton last night, 
suspected of being implicated in an at- 
tempt to wreck a Central railway pas- 
eenger train last Sunday. He was arrest- 
ed yesterday, 7 miles out/from Hamilton, 
by Deputy Sheriffff Mit Holland, of Har- 
ris county; and John C. Remington, of 
Columbus; spéctal officer of the Central 
here. 

Late Sunday morning as the train from 
Greenville to Columbus was approaching 
the 27 mile post,\on the top of Pine moun- 
tain, a short distance north of Hamilton, 
it was signalled by a white boy and a 
negro, who stood in the fPack. When the 
train came to 2 halt it was found that 
three crossties had been placed directly 
across the track a short distance away. 
The boys etated that they were cross- 
ing the track waen they noticed the 
crossties, and hearing the train a@p- 
proach, efgnalled it to stop. An attempt 
was made to get bloodhounds, to follow 
the would-be wreckers, 
were, but no dogs could be obtained. 

After investigating tne case the offi- 
cers decided that the circumstances war- 
ranted the arrest of the negro boy, Jim 
Roberts. ' 


Line Nearly Completed. 

The long distance telephone line being 
erected between Columbus and Ameri- 
cus by the Southern Bell Telephone Com- 
pany .is now practically complete, the 
building gang ‘Raving reached the su- 
burbs .of Columbus, In a few days the 
line will be opened for business, giving 
Columbus direct communication with 
Buena Vista, BPllaville, Americus, Pres- 
ton, Richland, Lumpkin, Cordele, Roch- 
elle, and Seville. The line is exception- 
ally well constructed. The poles are of 
juniper wood, obtained from south Geor- 
gia, and are 130 feet apart. 

There are four strands of copper wire 
stretching, almost as a crow flies, from 
Columbus to Americus, and places have 
been left on the cross-arms for two more 
wires. The wares are standard in every 
respect, being the best on the market. 
The line does not follow the railroad, or 
even the wagon road, but cuts straight 
through the country, through wood and 
field; a right of way having been pur- 
chased from the property owners. In 
some instances it was necessary to cut a 
swath through thick forests of original 
pine timber. ‘

The senate has’ long been the goal. of 
Newlands’ ambitions. and every step that 
he has made in that direction has been 
defeated by Senator Stewart, who suc- 
ceeded in thwarting the aspiring ambi- 
thons: of: his- younger’ opponent until the 
irrigation bill was passed. Then the long 
and. bitter fight between Stewart and 
Newlands for the supremacy of. the 
state ended in favor of Newlands, for 
the Nevada legislature elected a.mem- 
bership which will send him to the sen- 
ate, Stewart's men being defeated all 
along the line. 

The passage of the irrigation bill was 
substantially the pause of Representa- 
tive Newlands’ victory. Irrigation-is the 
sole remaining hope of Nevada, and the 
circumstance that Mr. Newlands had 
finally succeeded in laying a solid tangi- 
ble foundation for this. hope ~ was per- 
haps-the strongest force back of New- 
lands in his campaign for control of the 
legislature. It was a force which Senator 
Stewart could not cope with, although 
he endeavored in every. way to detract 
from Newlands the credit of having made 
an irrigation law possible, | 

In this direction a rather amusing 
Story is being told around Washington. 
Shortly after the irrigation bill was 
passed an article was printed in.a num- 
ber of newspapers containing interviews 
with Secretary Hitchcock and Secretary 
Wilson, in which they gave Newlands 
the lion’s‘share of praise for the success- 
ful fight in behalf of irrigation. When 
Senator Stewart came across this article 
he was the most furiously enraged man 
possible. He immediately called on Wil- 
son and Hitchcock and indulged in a vio- 
lent denunciation of Newlands, accusing 
the cabinet officers of having furnished

Will Oppose Hill Bill. 

When Mr. Newlands returns to Wash- 
ington he will vigorously oppose the pas- 
sage of what is known gg the Hill bill by 
the United States senate, which he con- 
siders the chief menace to the prosperity 
of Nevada. This bill, which was passed 
at the last session of the house, provides 
that the secretary of the treasury may 
melt all the dollars now in circulation 
into subsidiary coin. In Mr. Newlands’ 
opinion the passage of this. measure will 
deprive the country of about $600,000,000 
of full legal tender silver, and .cause a 
demand to be made to melt this sub- 
sidiary coin into. bullion for sale in the 
open market. 

“If this evident purpose be accom- 
plished,”’ ,argues ‘Mr. Newlands, “silver 
will be depressed from its present vaiue 


of 62 cents an ounce to 2 cegts an ounce, 
or possibly to 20 cents an ounce; 30 if 
the Hill dill is pasged it will work ter- 
trible disaster to the mining interests of 
Nevada and compel all the new and fleur- 
ishing camps like Wedekind and Tonopah 
to cease operations.”’ It is Mr. Newlands’ 
idea that the question now is not so much 
one involving an Increase by free coinage 
of the price of silver to $1.29, the old rate, 
as to prevent silveg from falling still 
lower through hostile Jegislation intended 
to eliminate from use the entire existing 
stock of silver coin.

POTTER CASE 


Aged Negress Says She 
Saw Potter Shoot 
Bourquin. 


Savannah, Ga., December.17.—(Special.) 
‘I saw Mr. Potter kill Mr. Bourquin.” 

This statement, made on the stand this 
morning during the trial of William J. 
and Swayne Potter for murder of Fred 
Taflor, was the sensation of the day and 
the case. 

It was made by Candace Kelly, an 
old negro woman, who in the past has 
persisted in the statement that she had 
not seen the shots fired by which Bour- 
quin and Taylor were killed. Her evi- 
dence came like a thunder-clap from a 
clear sky. In the past, only circumstan- 
tial evidence has been adduced to connect 
the Potters with the commission of the 
crime. 

Now the whole aspect of the situation 
is changed. The defense will make a 
desperate effort to break down old Can- 
dace Kelly’s story, but if it fails it will 
be in straits. If her story is believed by 
the jury, and she told it with apparent 
truth and sincerity, it means certain con- 
viction. 

The negress is 71 years old, but age 
seems only to have brightened her facul- 
ties, and she answered the questions pro- 
pounded to her readily, crisply and accu- 
rately. | 

She said she knew William J. Potter 
well and that he had often come to her 
house while on his hunting expeditions. 
The old woman declared she had seen a 
buggy coming down the road with two 
men in it, while in the woods alongside 
she had seen several men, the two Pot- 
ters among them. She said she saw the 
elder Potter shoot Bourquin, whereupon 
Fred Taylor, Bourquin’s negro servant, 
leaped from the buggy and ran, only to 
be shot down. She could not identify 
any of the other men she. said she saw. 

Cross-questioned, she said she had not 
told what she had seen before for fear 
some of the men would shoot her. Rich- 
ard Kelly, who said he was 91 years old, 
followed his wife on the stand and de- 
clared she had told him what she had 
Seen as she had related it in evidence. 
He said he had been bound to observe 
his wife's injunction to maintain the

Small Fire — Management 
of Academy Consider- 
ing New Plans. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 
Constitution Bureau, 
Brown House, 
Macon, December 17. 

Macon building inspectors and the man- 
agement of the Academy of Music are 
on the verge of war, a war which may 
be waged with an energy sufficient to 
attract the attention of the theatrical 
world. 

Fire -escapes are needed on the play 
house building, and those escapes must 
be constructed in a manner which wiil 
meet the approval and endorsement, not 
only of the mayor and the chief of the 
fire fighting force, but of the people of 
the city, the patrons of the theater, say 
the inspectors. 

Up to Monday last the absence of 
adequate escapes at the Academy was 
not known generally. by theater going 
Macon, and for that reason the demard 
for abundant and safe exits has never 
been made. On the afternoon of that 
day there was quite an audience in the 
Academy .when a ‘stove on the stage 
was in some way overturned. Some per- 
sons say the stove exploded. 

There was, as luck would have it, near 
the stove one of the oldest and most 
reliable employees-.of the theater. Re- 
alizing that an. ajarm of fire would cause 
a panic within the building, and endanger 
at least the safety of some of the child- 
ren, that employee went to work quietly, 
but quickly, and without much trouble 
extinguished the flames. The stove was 
in proximity to the scenery, and with 
one less cool. of head than the man 
standing over the blaze, a bright, 1f not 
dangerous fire was a certainty. With 
his coat the employee extinguished the 
fire, and while some of the spectators 
were made acquainted with what had 
occurred before the show closed, the big 
majority of the audience left the’ Acade- 
my without any Knowledge of what had 
transpired. The event, however, led to 
an investigation by the fire board the 
next day. 

Fire Chief Jones visited the Academy 
and made a thorough inspection of the 
building and its constructian. The 
points of egress were viewed and an 
observation only was necessary to 
demonstrate the meager. opportunities 
for escape in case of a bad fire. The 
lessees of the building were notifieg at 
once and architects are now preparing 
plans for escapes which will enable the 
largest audience which the capacity of 
the house wiil accommodate rapid and 
certain egress in event of even a panic 
subsequent to any alarm of fire. 

The management of the Academy’ is 
more than anxious to give the theater 
going people every possible advantage 
and convenience, and will do everything 
possible to not only make all who enter 
the Academy doors safe, but secure them 
from apprehension and nervousness.

Evergreen, Ala., December 17.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—A crowd of drunken negroes took 
possession of the fast south-bound Louis- 
ville and Nashville train at Greenville, 
37 miles north of here, this morning. 

The conductor wired Sheriff Pridgen at 
this place to meet the train with an

As soon as the telegram was réceived 
the sheriff and Town Marshal Crosby 
summoned armed help, and when the 
train arrived went on board and-some 
of the negroes, refusing to submit, drew 
their pistols, but were soon covered and 
arrested.
